Whun 
they were crbssing tlio mountiiiii at a 
placo linown as tiio Old Ilormit's, a 
Taluablo coacti dog wiiich acoompaniod 
thorn ran ofT into tho woods. Suuu 
alterwanl'thqy. hoard him yelping in a 
peculiar'monabr. Both men jumped 
from thOf i^agoh and hurried in the di- 
rection- 'of tho crioa. Thoy camo in 
sight of tho dog in a small hollow, ami 
found him in a light with aovural rallle- 
BnakoB, . which snrroundod him on a 
large flat^oclc, and struck him from 
every 'Bid?:',. MUior and Davis each 
aelzod'^a^long' olub and wont to tho 
dog's assistanoo. They killed oluvcu 
rattlesnakes, and many others e.scapud 
amon^ the rooks. Tlio largest one was 
four foot long, and had 17 rattles. 
While tho men wore busy cutting ofl' 
the rattles of tho snakes they had 
slain, Miller was ovorcomo by tho 
peculiarly oiTdnalvo odor that character- 
uses rattleauakos, and Duvis was 
obliged to help him away from tho 
spot. It was sovoral minutes before ho 
revived from tho eilect.s of tlio poisoned 
air. Tiio dog was nowhere to be seen. 
Davis wont back into tho woods to look 
for him. In pas.siug by tlio spot 
where the snakes hud boon killed, ho 
aaw aniiinber of live ones, which had 
come out of tholr holes among tho 
rocks, gliding around their doail com- 
panions, springing Ihuir rattloa, and 
every motion denoting fury. lJuvis 
boat a rotroat, and wont oil' in another 
direction, calling his dog.

Old snako 
hunters say that if a dog is able to lind 
8wamp-mud and covers himself with 
U, it will invariably draw out tho pois- 
on. Davis loft his dog in the swamp, 
and drovo on to this city with Millor. 
Last fi,\^eoiQg. the ji_Qg, arrived homo, ap- 
pKrmitl]/^4&9|[thV| worse for its ou- 
countflBTntWtfie Venorrious roptllos, al- 
though it must have been bitton by 
them many timos. Tho spot where tho 
snakoB were killed is a famous rattle- 
snake den. A hunter, known as 
"IVollne," lived in tho hut near tho 
don for many years, and killed 8Cor«* 
of Ita inmates luuiually, frying out the 
oil and soiling It to people who came 
long distances to obtain it, tho belief 
In its eflicacy as an ointment being uni- 
versal in that neighborhood.

' It Is the .custom of some of our fish 
GommissioQers to. attach metal tags to 
liberated salmon, that when captured 
again tho growth of tho hsh may bo 
notod.

SOME GEIMINAL STATISTICS. 

The criminal atntiatica of 0'i.uadii for 
the oaleudiir yeiir 1882, compiled by tho 
departmont of agriculture, h;ivu rocontly 
been distributed, in bluubook form. Under 
the head of murder> 'attempts at murder, 
and manslaughter, we find that of this 
moat serious group of crinieb 21 woro 
charged in Ontario, oroiio offunco of this 
class in proportion to 93,100 of popula- 
tion; in Quebec tliu number of charges 
was 19, or one to 72, -109 persona; in 
Nova Scotia no offences of this class are 
noted; in New Brunswick there woru two 
charges, being one to 162,616. porsons; 
Prince Edward Island and Manitoba show 
a clean sheet, whilu in British Columbia 
there were iiino otfeucea ch-rgsd, bfliiig 
ona to C,322. For ofTuncoa against fe- 
males, 72 od;ciR'us wuro cliargod in On- 
tario, one to 27,152 of population; in 
Quebec 25 oSenoes', one to 65,07ti; Nova 
Scotia showB but ono offence chargod, 
hoinc one to 4-U),229; Now Brunswick bad 
livo chargt'B, oiiu to ()r>,()U7; i'rinco lOii- 
ward lalnnd had no otfoiicfa of thia aort 
ohurgt'd duriiii; tliu your; Manitoba two, 
being ono to iiS,4;!t>; Britiali Uoluiiibia 
one to 5U,89D, and tho territories one to 
60,000. Of other otToncus against tho 
person the following is tho record of 
charges: Ontario 4,03C, being 1 to 485; 
Quebec 1,200, boing 1 to 1,147; M ova 
(Scotia 385, being 1 to 1,159; Now lUuns- 
wick 447. boing 1 to 727; 1'. E. [aland 
109, ori to 1,014; Mauit.iba 111, or 1 to 
692; British UohiMil)ia otj, or 1 to 1,010; 
the territorios 2, ur i to :io,()UO. Uobborj 
with violonco, burglary, Ihjuso imd aliop- 
broaltingisa group of olloncos in wliich tiui 
proportion varifsconuidorably ; Ontario liiul 
i:f2 offences charged, 1 to 14,g21 ; Quebec 
106,1 to 12,990; Nova SootiaS, 1 to 55,780; 
New Brunswick 13, 1 to 25,102; Mauiio 
ba 7, 1 to 10,891; thu torritorios unJ P. 
E. Island allow a eluiin rocord. Thoio is 
not a more sadly interesting feature in 
the whole gloomy calendar than that 
which embodies tho statistics of drunken- 
noBS. The total number of offondera 
charged before tho courts under this hetul 
in the Dominion in 1882 was 15,092, be- 
ing a large increase over I lie two preced- 
ing years. Tlio number given in the re- 
ports for 1880 waa 1 1 ,tJOO, and in 1881, 
Vl.R'.VJ. ThH «vnr,,,rn r.tio of thea-.i of 
fences to population in thu Dominion whb 
in 1880, 1 to 3114; in 1881, 1 to 337, and 
in 1882, 1 to 292 It will of course bo 
understood that tlie same offender was in 
moat cases charged with a n umber of of- 
fences, so that this proportion w<iuld not 
hold good in actual fact. Nova Scotia 
occupies tho post of honor in this table, 
there being but 755 charges, or 1 to 591 
people in that provincu; Quebec stands 
next beat with 2,530 cliargea, being 1 to 
543, P. E. Island has the third best re- 
cord for sobriety, tho offences charged be- 
ing 262, or 1 to 422; Ontario stands 
fourth, her offences being 8,233 in num- 
ber, or 1 to 238; New Brunswick, fifth on 
the list, had 1,447 offences, or 1 to 225, 
boing, like Ontario, below tho avorago of 
the Dominion; liritish Cohinibia was atill 
moro bibulous, showing 334 offences, or 1 
to 171; while Manitoba far outstripped 
all competitors, with a record of 1,52(5, 
boing 1 to 50 of her population. 

WOMEN IN THE CIVIL SEliVlCE. 

In Canada women have been employed 
in the civil service to a limited o.ttent; but 
in the United States ibey form no incon- 
siderable proportion of those employed 
by the government. They were first taken 
into the service during tho civil war, when 
paper money bad to be used inatead of 
gold and silver. In the handlinti of the 
mutilated notes rctiirned to the govern- 
ment for redemption the services of 
women were indiapensrible, for their 
fingurs were found to be moro dex- 
terous and their oyu and touch more 
quick and' delicate. In the bureau' of 
engraving and printing and in thu Ui.ited 
States treasury the greater nunibur of 
women are employed. In the treasury 
there are about one tliiiusand women en- 
gaged, many of whom have been in the 
service for years. In tho state dupart- 
Kient about one-tenth of the large stiifi' of 
clerks is v^pmon. In the war and navy 
departittents few are employed; but in tho 
postothpe and interior departnieiita they 
till many positions. Tliey have been found 
particularly useful in tlie dead-letter office 
in deciphering tho writing of the illiterate, 
and in the patent ollice, where a niass'of 
correspondence ib carried on, women per- 
form one half the labor. Large numbers 
are employed aa type- wrilera, and are 
very e.xpert. It ia said tliat thoro are in 
all about four thousand women employed 
in the service o)it of a total of ton thou- 
sand officials. "They are paid'at tho aanie 
ratea as men. The majority oeeiipy tin; 
rank of elerka of the tirst class, receiving 
^1,200 a year. Tho.io gradeii aa O'lpyjalM 
receive but ^900 a year; but there are 
women in tho service receiving as high'ns 
Sl.SOOayoar; others §1,000 and §1^400. 
The general v^rdio^ is that women do not 
do as much work;'wHoro a practical bua- 
inoSB knowledge in re(|uirod; but in cur- 
roapondentH and uh cupy ini s, etc, tliey aie 
very auccosaful. In all dHpartmenta they 
are most reliable and intelligent. The 
presence of wf)men has a beneficial in- 
fluence on the army of public aervanta. 
"She ia a blessing to society and to tho 
government which eiicimrageH her lalxir," 
saya a recent report. \\\. w,,uM lie uh'iA 
to sec a luon^ general (■iiiplii3'iiient nf 
inon in British Columbia. 'I'liis, at leant, 
is a matter in which it would be .veil to 
follow the example of our neighbors.

HIS JOURNEY THROUGH MOUNTAINS-EATING 
STEAKS OFF A DEAD PACK HORSE-THE 
SCENERY IN THE SELKIRKS. 

Mr. Von Homo and Superintendent 
Egau arrived at Winnipeg on tl'O pight of 
August 24th; from the end of the track, 
having made a rapid journey down. In 
conversation with a Sun reporter, Mr. 
Egan said they left tho end of tho track 
at 4:30 p. m. on Friday, and reiichnd Cal- 
gary at 8:30 the same evening, lleinain- 
ing at Calgary all night they started out 
at C:05 a. m. on Saturday morning, pa.ssed 
Swift Current at 5:55 p. m., aiid reached 
Moosejaw at 10 p. m., whore they stayed 
all night. They left Moosejaw at 7:30 
a. m. Sunday, and after a brief stopiiage 
at Rogina and Qu'AppoUo arrived in 
Vviniiipeg a few minutes before (5 p. in. 
Mr. Van liorno having received a mes- 
sage from Mr. Schriebor saying that lie 
Was called away to British Columbia, loft 
immediately for Glyndon to moot liim 
there. From thence ho would go to 
Montreal. Speaking to a Sun reporter of 
Mr. Van Homo's journey across tho 
mountains, Mr. Egan aaid ho had ex- 
perienced a rough time. At ono place 
thoy saw five or six men sitting round a 
dead pack-horao eating steaks oil it. Their 
food had run out, and thoy accordingly 
took it out of tho horse. The souiiti of 
their jaws working could be heard tiiiilo 
a distance off. Tho scenery in tho Sol- 
kiika is far ahead of uuythiug to be aeon 
iu the Rockiea, although that is moat 
grand. Tho grandeur and wildiieaa of the 
lllueilliwot it ia iinpoaaible to doacribe, e.^;- 
ceediiig that of tho Lower Kicking llorae. 

The truck haa biion laid westward six 
miles beyond the summit, ami ia now fairly 
iu British Columbia Tho work of eoii- 
struction is very heavy but tliere are no uii- 
.surmountablo dillieuhiea. Mr. ligan him- 
self travelled about 45 miles west down tho 
lower Kicking Uorse pass as far as the 
('olumbia, but declined giving a description 
of the journey, as, if he did so faithfully, 
it would sound like exaggoraliou. In 
Hi-itish Columbia the traek has been laid 
eaatwariU 17(1 miles fnmi I'ort Moody. .•\ 
numljer of contractors b.'ive liiiirtlieil llii-ir 
first sections and have moved westward 
across the Coluinliia. They are now work- 
ing both sides of the Columbia.

Xorris 
then shot himself, the ball outeriug the 
skull over the right eye and lodging some- 
where iu tho brain. He expired iu an hour. 
.Miss Ford, although very low, is quite con- 
Mcins, and hopes are entertained of her re- 
covery. Mr. Norris ia an unniarripd man 
of about twenty-eight years of age. 1L> 
came to this place from Lyousliead, county 
of liruco, on the 1st January of the present 
year, and began teaching. lie has always 
conducted himself in a very orderly inauiiei-, 
and gave nnivers.-il satisfaction as beail 
teaelier iu the Markdalo public scIumiI, 
where three teachers are engaged. During 
the early part of tho summer ho paid his 
attentions to the unfortunate young 
lady, Miss Ford, but for sonu! 
weeks past he paiU but little 
attention to her, becauao aiie dis- 
couraged him. This morning the toach- 
oi.s were all on duty as usual. At the 
forenoon intermission Norris went from 
his room into the room of MiasFord, and 
they were engeged in conversation for 
over half an hour, when Miss Ford gradu- 
ally approached her desk, and whilu lean- 
ing with her elbow on tho desk and her 
hand on her face, Norris approached lier 
and asked her to marry him. To thia sho 
replied "No." Ho then drew a revolver 
from his pocket and fired at her, the ball 
going iietween her hiigera and into her 
face. She immediately dodged and liid 
under tho desk. He then caught her by 
tho arm with his left hand and dragged 
her out, and fired two more shuts, winch 
struck her in the head. Sho then ran out 
screaming. Doctors Sproules and Bern- 
hardt, of Owen Sound, are attending the 
young lady, and up to tho preaunl time 
have not extracted the balls which entoi'ed 
lier face. Two or three children woro in 
tho room during the time of tho tragedy.

Arizona has a history which has 
no/er been written, says a letter to the 
San Francisco Chronicle. It is only 
told by the empty irrii^ntinp canals, 
the ruins of populous towns, vacant 
cliff dwellings, inscribed _ rocks, and 
brokea pottery found in many parts of 
the terrltoVyJ B'of6ro the' European 
Baw his continent two races had lived 
and died in Arizona. The curliest peo- 
ple built their houses in valleys that 
are now deep ravines, and the oliU" 
dwellings that are seen to-day resting 
la the sides of deep arroyos two hun- 
dred, feet^ above tlio bottom of the 
gorge o^M stood upon solid ground, 
and yetrao mifny years have elapsed 
alnoe the^^thatnow the houses are hi<^h 
and dry and' accessible only to hardy 
climbora. • Time has dug away the 
foundations as well as scarred and 
chipped the habitations. Between 
the aee of the cliff dwellers and that of 
the white man come the race who built 
the oaunls and farmed the valleys. 
Dry and parched and barren aa a great 
part of Arizona is to-dny. there was a 
.time, of which abundant proof exists, 
when the valleys were rich and fertile 
and when groat cities were populated 
by an active, capable, and energetic 
people. Who were those industrious 
beings?" No one can toll. Toltec or 
Azteo, black or white, from Bgypt or 
from Perq, none can say. Time has 
nearly destroyed evidences of their ex- 
istence. In the lapHo of ages their 
history has grown almost a mythology. 
What a race thoy were, thought No 
farming for them, if you please, on 
any small so^lo. They had ditches to 
bring water to^theii* crops that would 
astonish iHe soil-tillers of to-day, and 
their houses wore castles. 

Perhaps tiio most extensive of their 
ruins now are at a place called Casa 
Grande, in the Gila river valley, six 
miles below Florence and live miles 
south of the river. When first discov- 
ered by the Spaniards, in 1640, the 
largest building of .the group was four 
stories high and h:ul wnlls six feet in 
thickness. A huiulrod y(!ars ago ono 
house still remained wliich was 420x 
200 feet. To-d.ay tlioro is but a sugges- 
tion left of the former maguiticeuco of 
the houses, but one may still see that 
the walls wore made of mud and 
gravel, held together by a hard ce- 
ment, and the rooms are still coated 
with cement. Near Casa (Jrande are 
the remains of an irrigating canal 
wliieh has been traced for forty miles, 
and which must have watered thou- 
flsuds of acres which to-day are dry, 
neglected wastes. Miles of these 
wide canals can bo soon scattered over 
the territory. Everywhere are the evi- 
dences of a prehistoric occupation of 
the land. In buihiiiig tlin eity of Pros- 
oott, workmen unearthed not only 
household and farming implements, 
but discovered old foundations as well, 
and as Arizona is settled and e:cplored 
there may yet be found more traces of 
the people who lived and died hero, 
leaving, suggestion us to who thoy 
were, where tiiey came from, whither 
they went. What care we for I'onipuii? 
Wo have a vaster, riciior lieid in which 
to search for treasures hid for untold 
ages. 

The Chinese farm-house is a curious 
looking abode. Usually it is sheltered 
with groves of feathery bamboo and 

thick-spreading banyans. The walls 
are of clay or wood, and the interior of 
the house consists of one main room, 
extending from tlu Ooor to the tiled 
roof, with closet-looking apartments in 
the corners for sloeping-rooms. There 
is a sliding window on the roof, made 
of cut oyster-shells, arranged in rows, 
while llio side windows are mere wood- 
en shutters. The lluor is the bare 
earth, whore at niglilfall there often 
gathers together a miscellaneous family 
of dirty children, fowls, ducks, pig- 
eons and a litter of pigs, all living 
together in delightful harmony. In 
some districts infested by marauding 
bands houses are strongly fortiheii 
with liigh walls, containing apertures 
for fire-arms and jiroleeted by a moat, 
crossed by a rude druwljridge. 

j The InfilfTiilflcaiKM' of Huiiiuntty, 

A spectator who, seeing a, bubble lloat- 
ing oh a great river, had liis attention 
•o absorbed by the bubble that he 
ignored the river — nay, even ridiculed 
anyone who tiio\ight that the river out 
of which the buljlile arose and into 
which It would presently elapse de- 
served recognition, would litly typify 
a disciple of M. Comle, who, centering 
all hia higher sentiments on humanity, 
holds, it absurd to lot either thought 
or feeling be occupied with that great 
stream orcreative power, unlimited in 
space or in time,of which humanity is a 
transitory product. Even if, instead 
of being the dull, leaden-hued things 
it is, the bubble humanity had reached 
that stage of iridescence of which, 
happily, a high sample of man or 
woman sometimes shows us a begin- 
\lng, it would still owe whatever there 
was in it of beauty to that infinite and 
eternal energy out of winch humanity 
has quite recently emerged, and into 
which it must, in course of time, sut>- 
side. As with thousands of lower 
^pes of creatures. which have severally 
Illustrated the trtrth that the life and 
death of the individual prefigure .'n 
brief space the life and death of lue race, 
BO with this highest typo of creature, 
man: a beginning and end to humanity 
are np.less certain than the beginning 
and end to the human being. And to 
suppose that this relatively evanescent 
form of existence ought to occupy our 
minds so exclusively as to leave no 
apace for a consciousness of thai ulti- 
mate existence of which it is but ono 
form out of multitudes — an ultimate 
oxistoDco which was manifested in 
infinitely varied ways before humanity 
arose; and will be manifested in in- 
finitely varied other ways when human- 
ity has ceased to' be, seems very 
strange — to me, indeed, amazing. — 
Herbert Spencer, in FopuLur Science 
Monthly. 

The Orange Tree. 



The orange tree is the longest-lived 
fruit tree known. It is reputed to fcavu 
obtained the atro of liOU years, and it has 
baen known to have llourisiied and borno 
frtut for more than 100 years. No fruit 
tree will grow and produce fruit so 
well under rough treatment. It com- 
mences to boar the third or fourth year 
after b'ndding, and by tlie fifth year it 
will produce an abundant crop, but iia 
yield will increase gradually under fa- 
vorable circumstances, and as the years 
pass on it will beconio a very produc- 
tive tree. The early growtli of the or- 
ange is quite ra])id, luul by the tentn 
year it will have increased morOi than 
In the next lifly years, so fur as its 
breadth and height are coiuernod; but 
as its ago multiplies its fruit stems 

froatly, and an old tree will aoniotimea 
oar tliousands of oranges — Jachson- 
ville Times-Union.
